When President Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill held their historic 
conference “somewhere on the Atlantic,” the 
sailors of both nations, at a religious service, 
sang that magnificent old hymn, “Onward 
Christian Soldiers.”

To all Atlantans, 
familiar with the untiring and unselfish service 
of Mr. Arkwright for many, many years, the 
selection of this year’s honoree appeals as 
especially happy. 

Governor Dixon has achieved a record in 
Georgia’s neighbor state, Alabama, given to few 
governors to make. That he has made a good 
governor scarcely an Alabaman will deny, 
regardless of whether or not they voted for him. 

Among the outstanding achievements of his 
administration must be listed the end of the 
political “spoils system,” for years a blot on 
Alabama’s history, and the substitution of a 
genuine merit system for appointments to state 
jobs.

STRONG MEDICINE Some weeks ago I made a tour By

There were 1l newspapermen 
on the trip. : 

One of them was Leland Stowe. 

I had wanted, for a long time, to meet Leland Stowe. He had 
done a magnificent job as a newspaperman in Europe, covering the 
war as the Nazi war machine devoured all in its path, 

He told me then a curious thing. He had been, since the first 
World War, a pacifist and an isolationist. He had pledged himself 
never to see a European war as something for us to enter. 

He felt that same way when he flew to Europe in the fall of 
1939 to cover the war He was anti-Hitler. Indeed, he was one 
of the first to write a book about the dangers of this man’s phi- 
losophy. No one paid much attention to it. 

When he reached England and saw what was going on, he be- 
came even more of an tsolationist. 

He thought Chamberlain and Hoare, of England, and their asso- 
ciates were evil people, just as he believed that Daladier, Laval 
and Bonnet, of France, were evil people. 

Leland Stowe was so sickened by the high-handed, hypocritical 
appeasements of England and France in sacrificing Spain and 
Czechoslovakia, that he was strengthened in his isolationism. Their 
stupidities seemed to merit war. 

“Let them stew in their own juice,” he said. 
They made their own bed. Let them le in it.” 

When I traveled for two weeks with Leland Stowe, watching his 
enthusiasm for buttermilk and a pipe, he had one more enthusiasm 
which transcended mere enthusiasm. It was a cause. He be- 
lieved this country must go to war and fight. He had discovered 
that it is not what all other European wars of the past have been 
a European war. This one is a world revolution, aimed at world 
conquest. Only one wilfully blind will refuse to see that fact.
